Seeds germinate best at 55°-60°. Usually a packet will 
sow a standard size flat. Soil should be sterilized either 
with steam or formaldehyde (see Page 50, General Catalog). 
A half inch layer of finely rubbed spaghnum moss or Terra- 
Lite may also be used. When using Terra-Lite, it is not 
necessary to cover the seed, but with soil or moss, cover 
with finely screened material just enough to cover. Keep 
cool and moist, not wet, be especially careful with water 
the sixth and seventh day as usually germination takes 
place about then. Another good method is to use the Bird 
Sub-Irrigator as illustrated on Page 60 in our General 
Catalog. 

Most growers transplant seedlings into flats, bands or 
pots. Benching direct where they are to bloom will give 
better branched and more rapid growing plants. 

A late Spring or a quick crop at anytime (3-5 months 
from seed) may be grown at 4 x 6” spacing, transplanted as 
above and not pinched.

EARLY OR WINTER FLOWERING 


A deep rooting crop that does best in deeply dug ground 
beds although, with good care, they can be produced on 
raised benches. Many of our customers sow in early July 
for late fall and early winter crop. September sowing will 
flower February and March. We recommend using the Spring 
Flowering type for November and December sowing. Varie- 
ties marked * have been most popular with our customers.

Sowing 
direct into the bench where they are to bloom makes for stronger, more 
vigorous plants. Rows are usually made 6 inches apart and the plants are 
thinned to stand approximately 3 inches. Selection of the stronger seedlings 
will have a tendency to increase the percentage of doubles. Proper feeding 
with greenhouse Vigoro or Hy-Gro (every two weeks until buds form) will 
be found beneficial and greatly improve the quality.
